educational facilities of the county. 
The figures show that in many of 
the counties the percentage falls 
below fifty per cent while the aver- 
age is seventy-one ‘per cent. The 
figures for Contra Costa county show 
that there are 424 pupils in the 
eighth grade, of which number 407 
will graduate, showing a percentage 
of 97 completing the grammar 
school. Napa county comes next 
highest in the percentage column 
with am enrollment of 228 of which 
number 219 graduated, giving a per- 
centage of 96. 

The repeal of the poll tax will de- 
duct from the state aid annually 
about $900,000 or $2.82 per pupil. 
If the state makes up this loss the 
aid will go to all the elementary 
schools of the state in all counties 
alike. If the county makes this up, 
some counties will and some will 
not. If this is left to the district 
most of the districts will not call 
for a special tax to do this and the 
loss will reduce the schools im an- 
nual income about one month each 
year. The coming Legislature should 
provide for this loss,
